the river—a valuable fire break. Piles of combustible rub- 
bish and empty packing, boxes are found in (the rear of 
business -blocks. This last condition can be largely correct- 
ed by some activity on the part of the Chief of the fire de- 
partment.

pends on state funds to 'finance it. The pictures 
are to be distributed free.

The Canadian government offers some of 
Its 


films free to schools and club?, but for the most 
part distributes official pictures through big, well 
established, .moving picture' concerns, and charges 
regular rates for them. They become a part, of 
the programs in the various movie .houses all over 
the country. The idea is that people appreciate 
and are more interested1 in something they pay 
for'than something they get for nothing. So the 
moving'picture bureau of the/government decided 
to make its .film as good as or-better than the 
commercial-ones, and to -offer.-it to the trade. 
The plan worked. ' The government productions 
are in demand. 
Moreover, the, films, practically 


pay for themselves, and .as publicity .they are 
invaluable to the country.
